5. Every hojise-hoUler whose soil the Commissioners undertake to remove shall furnish 
hia privy or house depfit with a proper receptacle of tin, iron, or earthen-ware. 

6 . No house-holder, who has made payment to the Commissioners for the removal of 
night-soil from his privy or house dejifit, shall, during the term for which such payment has 
been made, be liable to any prosecution under section 06 of Act III of IHOt (E. ('.) 

l<f.—Unless he refuses or neglects to allow free access to his privy or house depdt within 
- the stated hours. • 

8 «rf.—Neglects to provide and maintain proper receptacle for night-soil therein. 

3rd.—Increases his family or permanent establishment or other permanent inmates of his 
house more than twenty-five per oent. without notice to the Coininissiuiiers and 
payment to them of tlie rateable extra oost thereby incurred. 

7. No honse-holder having made payment as aforesaid, shall daring the continuance of 
the period for which such p.ayment has been made (unless under the exccplioii stated in the 
last preceding by-law) lie sii'jest to any domiciliary visit of inspection on tUn part of any 
Overseer, Inspector, and other otiiccr of the Miinicipalitr;/wwided always that any Over¬ 
seer, Inspector, or otlier oHicer of tlic,Mimicijiality shall be at lilmrty to inspect any privy or 
house depot daring the hours fixed f ir vi'moval of night-soil, /ml provided a/eo that, no sneh 
Inspector, Overseer or ofUeor shall enter any private apartment to tho said privy in order to 
gain access, unless he shall liave given 13 hours* notice in writing to the owner or occupier 
of his desire to do eo, and not then if the said owner or occupier makes any ohjeclion 
thereto.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

• • * , 

The primary objects of this Bill are three: one to empower the Local Governments in all 
the principal ports of British Ii^dia to levy a moderate duty for the supjKirl. of IiH'al hospitals 
to which seamen resort for metlical aid. ITie duty will in no case exceed one anna jwr ton, and 
will be leviable in res|K‘ct of all merchant-ships lyinfy in such ports. Under llen}»al Act Til of 
18G7, the Lieutenant-Gq,vernor of Bengnl has already this |xmer a.s re^;ards vessels lyinjr in the 
port of Calcutta. 

In jwrts to which the present Port Act extends, ships of over 200 t^ons bimlwi cannot be 
moved without havinjj a pilot, &c., on l)oard, and sinallcr vessels »'annot. be moved without 
the authority of the Conservator. The second object of the Bill is to extend this ride to the 
navigable channels leading to those ports. 

Its third object is to provide for the arrest of foreign desc'rters in any port of Britisli 
India on the application of the Consul of any foreign jtower to wliicli the F<in‘ign Deserters 
Act, 1852, has been declared apjdieable. Similiir provisions are in fore<‘ in f.he |K>rts Bom¬ 
bay (Act XIII of 1856, 8. 117), Calcutta (Bengal Act IV of 1S66, .'s. 10:1) and Madras 
(Madras Act VllI of 1887, s. SD.) • 

As the law relating to ports and jwrt-dues is now contained in no le.ss than twenty-two 
Acts, it has been thought^ more desirable to consolidate these laws with the additions above 
sjiecificd than to luld a twenty-third h) iheir number. 

Tlie Bill is divided into eight chajiters : 

Chapter I contains the usual ])re!iminary matter. 

Chapter II em 1 ) 0 wers the Local Governments to extend the proposed Act, to any port to 
which it will not in the first instance apply, to alter the limits of any jiort in which theproiHiscd 
Act may lie in force, and to make i)ort-rules for the purposes mentione<l in Act XXII of 1855, 
section 7. The opportunity has been taken to define ‘high-water mark' as the medium high 
tide between the springs and the neaps {Alli/. Gen. v. Chambern, 4 DoG. Mae. & G. 206, 
218). 

Chapter III deals with the Conservator and other Port-oflicers and dose.rihes their powers 
and duties. A clause (17) taken from the Bengal Act 111 of IS65 emiMiwers any Conservator, 
for the purpose of extinguishing fires in his port, to rcciuire the ma.stcr of any ship of more 
than 500 tons burden to place at his disjKisal three-fourths of the crew then under such 
master’s orders. In other respects this idinpter makes no substantial change in the law. 

Clmpter IV contains sundry nilcs for tlie >afcty of shijiiiing and the preservation of ])orts. 
There is nothing substantiit,lly new, exoe]'t a danse (copied from Ihnigal Act III of 1867) 
im{)Ositig a penalty on any mast* >• who wilfully omits h) lake onlcr to extinguish (ire on board 
his ship; and another clause (tiJicn from Bengal Act III of lH(i5) empowering the Local 
Government to make rules for the jircvention t)f fire from {Kdrolcum and other inllammuble oils. 

Chapter V relates to the subject of salvage in jiorls and is ecjuivalent to sections 88 and 
39 of Act XXII of 1855. 

Chapter VI relates to Port-dues. Tlie provisions of Aet VII of 1873, under which the 
Local Government extending the profsistul Act to any port m.ay declare the maximum amount 
of, dues to be hided-therein, (but within the limits of a statutory niaximum), and the condi¬ 
tions and modifications under which such dues shall be levied, liavc been made apj>licablc to all 
ports of British India not now subject to Act XXII of 1855. 

Power has been given to the Local Governments to direct tliat for the pnrjxiW's of p)rt-fiind 
accounts any number of ports sball be regarded as constituting a single jwirt. Similar provisions 
are contain^ in Madras Act VII of 18C7 and Boinl)ay Act XI of 1866. 

The rules relating to port-dues chargeable on vess«'ls r(!-enti*ring |)orts from stress of 
weather, entering in ballast, or not discharging or taking in eargf) or pa.«8(;ng(!rs, which are now 
repeated in*many local Acts, have been made of general ai)plicat.ion. A general power alstf has 
been given to com|>onnd for port-dues. 

A general clause has been intnxluced fixing the maximum Lx'S for certain s<“rvices, such as 
Iiauling, remooring, removing from one j)urt of the j)ort to another, hooking and mrasuriiig. 
Similar clauses are to bo found in Act XXX of 1857, Bengal Act I of 1863, and Madras Act 
Vll of 1867. 

A pn)vision taken from Bengal Act III of 1867 has been intrmluecd to antborise the 
refusal of port-clearances until the payment of the exjwnscs attendant on tlie illness or detith 
of masters, sesftnen and apprcniices, which, under the Merchajit Shijiping Act (17 & 18 Vic., 
c. 104) s. 228, are to be defrayed by the shiji-owncr. 

Chajitcr VII contains the general provisions as to penalties found in Act XXII of 1855, 
sections 55 to 59, 63 and 64. And Chapter Vlll provides for the arrest of foreign deserters 
and contains a few other miscellaneous provisions. 

The Bill is followed by two Schedules: The first slioww in a tabular form— {a) all the 
ports in w\pch Act XXII of 1855 is now in force, and to wliich t.he pD^seat mea,snre will apply 
in the first instance; (4) the ships on which dues will be levied; (e) tlie maximum rate per 
ton; and [d) how often the rate will be leviable. The second w hcdule sjiccifies the enaetraeuts 
which the Bill if it become, law will remove from the Statute-book. *
